Shanghai, Aug. °7. 

The resignation of Mr.'T. V. 
Soong, the Minister of Finance, 
is now offtelally confirmed. 

Yesterdry, Mr, Soong memorial- 
ised the National Government say- 
ing that the present Disbandment

He therefore summoned a con- 
ference of financial experts, who 
reached the unanimous conclusion

Mr. Soong points out that the 
Disbandment: Conference — last 
spring decided that military ex- 
penditure should not exceed $16,- 
800,000 monthly, whieh was “heavy 
enough,” but, “observing the. ten- 
deney of the present Conference. 
it seems to me that the monthly 
military expenditures will un- 
doubtedly be far in excess of the 
Sum set cas a maximum.”
